Seek Wine's Removal 


' WASHINGTON— $P)— ] A quiet drive 


' among some groups of American war 
veterans for removal of Frank T. 
Hines, 
veterans 
administrator, will 


culminate at the national convention 
of the American Legion in Chicago, 
October 2 to 5. 


A survey of the actions of state Le- 


gion conventions, preparatory to the 
national conclave, Thursday disclos- 
ed the move against Hines as one of 
major issues to be fought at the Chi- 
cago convention, together with a de- 
mand for restoration of veterans ben- 
efits cut by the economy act. 


Th'e 
study of state convention ac- 


tions showed that the demand of ex- 
service men for cash payment of the 
bonus which reached a climax with 
the nine to one favorable vote at last 
year's Legion convention, had largely 
abated. 


Only five stale conventions have 


called for cash payment of the bonus 
an almost complete survey showed, 
whereas nearly nil have favored in 
one form or another the four point 
program advanced by the Legion's na- 
tional 
rehabilitation committee 
for 


liberalizing the economy law. 


Four state conventions have acted 


on resolutions culling for the removal 
of Hines, assuring its consideration at 


s .the national meeting. Two of thorn 
[ asked its removal outright, one adopt- 
ed a resolution asking for an investi- 
gation of his administration and the 
fourth voted down the removal pro- 
posal. 


Veteran opposition to Hines cen- 


ters on the accusation that Hines' rec- 
ommendations were responsible for 
what the veterans regard as the "dras- 
tic" economy legislation.

Whatever else these strikes may 


i, they at least prove that industry 


is no longer stagnant. They didn't 
put in an appearance during those dull 
months when we were at the bottom 
of the depression. 
They're coming 


now for a number of reasons,, but 
chiefly because things are picking 
up. Men don't strike'when the plant 
is closed down for lack of orders. 


And the strikes present—to a na- 


tion which already has a century's 
supply of problems to settle in a few 
months—a new problem; one that 
carries a double-barreled challenge,, 
one barrel for industry and the other 
for labor. 


X X X 


It is a challenge that must be read 


in the light of the NRA program. The 
National Labor Board's ruling, which 
emphasizes the fact that the law guar- 
anteeing, the right of collective bar- 
gaining means exactly what it says, 
is part of the background for these 
strikes, and it conditions their sig- 
nificance. 


First of all, the problem challenges 


the directors of industry. It is a test 
of their spirit of fairness, of their 
willingness to co-operate in the tre- 
mendous experiment of the new deal. 
Labor has gained a great victory in 
the Industrial Recovery Act; the in- 
dustrialist who 
seeXs rprisals and 


wants to "put labor in its place" is 
piling up trouble, not only for him- 
self but for the entire country.

Secondly, the problem 
challenges 


labor itself. It puts upon labor the 
necessity of developing some broad- 
gauge statement. It calls on labor to 
take the long v.ow ot things, to ex- 
ercise patience in places where pa- 
tience comes hard, to get rid of the 
racketeer and the self-seeker. 


Both of these challenges must be 


met. 
The present outbreak of strikes 


could, if unchecked, lead to a catas- 
trophic situation. It can, if the lead- 
ers of the contending forces meet the 
test with intelligence and pariotism, 
bej the forerunner of a new era in 
American industrial history, an era 
in which both sides can profit as nev- 
er before.

It is .encouraging to read trat Labor 


Secretary Frances Perkins is under- 
taking to tackle the problem of re- 
storing the health of children who 
have suffered by the depression. 


Figures presented to Miss Perkins 


indicate that no less than one-fifth of 
all the children in the country are 
now showing signs of under-nourish- 
ment, lack of proper medical care and 
inadequate housing. 


That statement speaks for itself and 


needs no comment. 


Now Miss Perkins has called a meet- 


ing of child health leaders, to convene 
in Washington on October 6 under the 
auspices of the Children's Bureau. 


To say that this conference will 


have plenty of work to do is to put it 
very mildly. It will have to find a 
way to meet one of the most distress- 
ing situations imaginable. The whole 
country will wish it all kinds of suc- 
cess. 


Announcement that the German di- 


rigible Graf Zeppelin will appear at 
the Chicago Century of Progress ex- 
position on October 26 reminds us 
once more that the Germans seem per- 
fectly at home with these lighter-thari- 
air liners, no matter what difficulties 
other nations may have with them. 


This remarkable airship has, by now 


a record of achievement so long that 
no one can recite it all without a 
refernce book. It has flown around 
the world, it has crossed 
various 


oceans so many times that 
people 


have lost count, it has acted as a 
commercial carrier, and it has never 
had a really serious accident. Now 
it is going to re-visit the American 
middle west, and no one has the 
slightest doubt that it will make its 
right on schedule. 


All in all, the career of the Graf 


Zeppelin is a striking example of the 
things that can be done with a dirig- 
ible by people who know the tricks.

The docket confronting the fall ses- 


sion is not so large as for the spring 
term and the majority of cases set 
for this time are those continued from 
April. 


Four charges of murder 'arc set 


for trial in October as follows: 


Bessie Watts, Negro woman, char- 


ged with the killing of another Negro 
woman in Hope May 19. 


Linsay White, Negro, who killed 


Isaac Scroggins with a heavy club 
near the Academy church, five miles 
northwest of Washington on July 14, 
and who was caught by constable 
Bob Carrigan the following day as he 
was attempting to leave the state. 


Sarah Lloyd and her son, Jackson 


Lloyd, Negroes, held for the killing 
of a Negro preacher found dead in 
Hope one morning several months ago. 
Both are out on bond. 


Henry Muldrow, Negro, held for the 


murder of a Negro named Williamson 
near McNab on September 9. 


Another chapter in the robbery of 


the First National Bank of Hope will 
be brought up again in the trial of 
June 'Brashear, charged with being 
one of the number who participated in 
the crime and who has been brought 
to Hempstead county since the April 
term of court when the others were 
tried. 


Also on the criminal docket is the 


case of Jeff Whitt, charged with the 
theft of a car belonging to Dan God- 
bolt in Hope one night several weeks 
ago. 


John and Jess Thornton, charged 


with assault with intent to kill in con- 
nection with a row north of Ozan a- 
bout a month ago in which a farmer 
named McKnight was badly cut by 
the pair. 


Lillard Johnson, Negro, is held on 


a charge of assault with intent to kill 
in connection with the shooting of 
Arthur Barnes near McNab in the 
early part of July.

619 Cotton Checks 


Up to Thursday 


Only 25 Per Cent of Total 


Number Have Been 
: 


Paid However 


Out of a total of 2564 cotton checks 


due Hempstead county farmers for 
plowing up cotton, a total of 619 had 
been received by the county office in 
Hope up to Thursday morning. The 
checks are slow in arriving, most of 
them being now more than a month 
past due. 


Sixty-five supplemental contracts-- 


contracts where the producer later 
agreed to destroy more cotton acre? 
age than he first contracted to, were 
accounted for this week. The supple- 
mentals were given distinction from 
the originals and farmers executing 
them, if they have not already done 
so, should execute certificates of per- 
formance for the first contract made, 
although it does not cover all the cot- 
ton plowed up. A number of farmers 
have held up this final execution of 
their contracts waiting for the supple- 
mental to show up. The first should 
be sent off at once and the other will 
cover only the difference between the 
two. 


The cotton acreage reduction pro- 


gram for 1934 will be handled through 
the various counties but the set-up 
under which the plan will operate 
has not been announced. 


WASHINGTON.—(#>)—Cotton ship- 


ments from the United States increas- 
ed sharply, both in volume and value, 
during August as against that month 
of last year, says an analysis by the 
textile division of the department of 
commerce. 


They dropped, however, in volume 


and value for August of this year 
under July. 


August, 1933, shipments totaled 531,- 


bales valued at $27,855.000, com- 


pared with 692000 bales valued at $36,- 
F455.000 in July and 452,000 bales valued 
at $17,985,000 in August, 1932. 


Larger takers during August of this 


year were Japan. United Kingrom, 
Canada and the Netherlands. The cot- 
ton export men lost business, the an- 
alysis showed, in Germany, France, 
Italy, China. Spain and Belgium. 


LEIPSIG, Germany.— (IP) —Incen- 


diarism in the German Reichstag fire 
became a secondary issue and high 
treason was placed as the primary 
point Thursday as the supreme court 
trial of five men, charged with set- 
ting the fire last February, got under 
way. Decapitation was recommend- 
ed by the prosecution as the penalty 
upon conviction.

Days If Necessary

Projects regarded by econo- 


mists as bigger than the NRA, 
bigger than anything the gov- 
ernment has undertaken thus 
far, are under discussion in 
confidential 
conferences 
in 


Washington. 


Among them is a plan for currency 


adjustment, probably on the general 
idea of the "commodity dollar," which 
would recast values all along the line. 


Accompanying that, and in some 


degree couplet! with it, is a proposal 
to greatly expand governmental price- 
fixing, perhaps encompassing all the 
principal commodities. 


One feature of. the new program is 


a possibility that it may become a 
world program, providing a continuing 
but flexible basis for both currency 
and prices in the international mar- 
kets. 


Details have not been settled, but it 


can be said positively ,that in the pres- 
ent stage no serious thought is being 
given to the issuance of "printing 
press" money, "with no definite back- 
ing. That Mr. Roosevelt has been lis- 
tening .to senatorial advice on that sub- 
ject does not mean he agrees with it. 


He tried to pacify the senators who 


recently called on him by promising 
to take some action as soon as the 
time was ripe, but-he promised noth- 
ing more. 


Commodity Dollar In Favor 


The "commodity dollar" method of 


dealing with the currency is looked 
upon with much favor in high quar- 
ters, although it should be borne in 
mind that actual decisions remain to 
be made. 


As it now is under discussion, the 


plan would be to fix the value of the 
dollar every thirty days by presiden- 
tial proclamation, on the basis of the 
current value of all commodities, for 
which a consolidated 
index 
figure 


would be kept by government sta- 
tisticians. 


This value would have a relation 


not only to gold, but to silver. The 
actual operation of the plan, as now 
envisaged, probably would mean the 
coining of currency on a basis of three 
parts gold to one part silver. 


That, as the economists explain it, 


would mean in effect the revaluation 
of the dollar, but along lines not hith- 
erto widely discussed. 


Under present legislation, the pres- 


ident has authority to order revalua- 
tion, and some of hs legal advisers, at 
least, think the authorization would 
permit revaluation every thirty days 
if found desirable. That would mean 
that the "commodity dollar" could be 
set up without further action by con- 
gress, and prior to the meeting of 
congress in late January. 


It's Technical 


The whole project is so immersed in 


economic technicalities that only the 
experts pretend to understand just 
how it would work out, and they do 
not agree. 


Perhaps the nearest anyone could 


come to explaining it in general terms 
would be to say that whereas money 
has been more or less valuable in the 
past in relation to the fluctuations of 
the value of gold, under the "com- 
modity dollar" system the valeu of 
money would be determined on the 
broader basis of the average value of 
wheat, steel and many other things, 
including gold and silver. 


Many consider a necessary accom- 


paniment to such a system would be 
a broader authority for price-fixing. 
That is proposed as a method of par- 
tially controlling commodity fluctua- 
tions and hence currency fluctuations. 


No hasty decisions are likely. The 


President is investigating and consid- 
ering. Everyone thinks he will do 
something, and the best-informed be- 
lieve that during the next few weeks 
much more will be heard of the "com- 
modity dollar"—under that name or 
some other.

The robbers took Morris to their 


car at the points of guns when he 
walked up to the car on a dark street 
to answer a question concerning an- 
other car. After forcing him into their 
car the robbery took 
him into the 


country east of Nashville and stayed | 
there until 1 o'clock, Wednesday morn- 
ing, when they came back to town and 
pried the door off the drug store, 
binding Morris with tape and gauze 
found in the store. 


While the robbery was in progress 


Joe Carter, night watchman for the 
J. C. Stcphenson Lumber Company, 
came by and was ordered to enter 
the store. \ Catrcr refused to enter 
and started riming. 
The robbers 


emptied a pistol at him, and three of 
thl shots broke out plate glass win- 
dows in a business block on the oppo- 
site side of the street. 


After the shooting the robbers gath- 


ered what loot they had found and 
left town, leaving Morris on the floor 
of the drug store where he was found 
a few minutes later by City Marshal 
Gibbs Reese who had heard the shoot- 
ing. 


Reese and Sheriff C. A, Dildy and 


liis force took the trail of the robbers 
toward DeQueen where they found the 
car abandoned with a part of the loot 
in it.
